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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that there is no motivation to 
combine Goldman reference and Wu reference because the Goldman's CCD camera cannot be integrated on Wu's CMOS chip. Applicant 
is noted that Goldman teaches the use of different types of detectors (i.e., photodiodes, PMT, CCD camera) which similar to the detectors 
used in this present invention for detecting fluorescence emission. The difference between the claimed invention and Goldman in that the 
Goldman's detectors are not arranged on a single substrate or chip; however, it is well known in the art to arrange the inspection 
components on chip or substrate, for example, taught by Wu (colulmn 2, lines 37-46). Thus, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to arrange the optical components of Goldman on a substrate or chip as 
suggested by Wu (colulmn 2, lines 44-46). The applicant's arguments dated 10/1/07 do not overcome the rejection because the claimed 
invention is clearly suggested in the combination of the references. 
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
